Wealth, o New-England, untill” the Parliament 
ſhould take further oꝛder to the contrary: And the 
Parliament taking notice, that ſince the paſſingof 
the ſaid Oedinance , there are great quantifies of 
Tobacco impozted from New-England , and parts 
adjacent, 


adjacent, into this Common wealth: Be it there⸗ 
foze Enacted and Oꝛdained by this pzeſent Parlt⸗ 
ament, and the Authozity of the ſame, That all 
Tobacco of the growth of New-England , g the 
parts adjacent, ſhall pay the Duties of Cuſtom and 


Excile after the ſame rate and pꝛopoꝛtion that To⸗ 


bacco bzought from any other of the Engliſh 
Plantations doth, and is liable to pay. And the 
Commilſioners df the Euſtomes and Exciſe, their 
Collectoꝛs, Officers, Miniſters, and Subſtitutes 
whatloever , are hereby required and injoyned to 
collect and gather the Duties of Cuſtome and Ex- 
cile fo2 the ſame accozdingly,
